ers of the state and received wide 
publicity.

sent to each fire chief lor distribu- 
tion among local dealers. 


This advice was sent out early to 


head 
off 
purchasing 
of 
stocks 


which could not be 
handled 
and 


stored legally. Every dealer should 
be 'amiliar with the regulations, in 
force since Sept 1, 19118. The reg 
ulation follows: 
"No fire crackers, rockets, torpe- 


does, Roman candles, bombs or other 
fireworks, and no pistols, cannons, 
explosive canes, blank 
cartridges, 


or other similar appliances or dis- 
plays, shall be stored in a place 
nearer than 200 feet from a neigh- 
boring building^, except wholesale 
storage in original packages. Such 
fireworks, appliances, or displays 
loccept rockets and Roman candles, 
shall not be discharged, fired, or 
used within 200 feet from any build- 
ing. No rockets or Roman candles 
shall bo discharged -within 500 feet 
from any building. 


The only kinds of fireworks not 


covered by above regulations are 
sparklers, colored fire as used in 
tableau work and torpedoes, such 
as used by railroad men. All other 
fire-works "can only be kept, stored 
and displayed in a building which 
is at least 200 feet from any other 
bnHdmg,

Farmers raising stock in the area 
test districts of "Wisconsin will be 
paid 10 cents additional on each 
100 pounds of their hogs, under the 
premium plan. 


Mr. Norgord announced that for 


carloads of hogs coming from a 
farm where the herd of cattle is 
on the accredited list and the hogs 
are guaranteed as free from tuber- 
culosis the same premium of'10 
cents per hundred is offered. 


"This offer shows what the pack- 


ers consider the^ additional value of 
tuberculosis-free 
hogs," the 
com- 


missioner said. "The losses from 
tubercular hogs has been so great 
that packers 
have 
several times 


threatened to discriminate in price 
against hogs coming from dairy.re- 
gions where tuberculosis is preva- 
lent 
Approximately $1,500,000 is 


the annual loss to Wisconsin farm- 
ers from tubercular hogs condemn- 
ed by federal inspectors at packing 
plants. 


"According to U, S. meat inspec- 


tion reports the percentage of tu- 
bercular hogs appearing at packing 
plants in the U. S. increased from 
2 per cent retained m 1905 to 13.4 
por cent during the six months pe- 
riod from July 1 1921; 1.9 per cent 
of all .cattle-killed under the fed- 
eral inspection were retained for 
tuberculosis.

This 


Committee has learned the. wiles and ways of 
publicity. They come before us in varied ways 
and tell us in advance of the perils of pigweed 
savages and Plymouth Rock Indians. They de- 
tail to us the grisly norrors from which they 
are about to save us. They describe to us the 
ultimate destruction that will inevitably befall 
us, our institutions and our very lives, if we do 
not furnish the wooden swords and the painted 
muskets with which they may repulse the bar- 
barous enemy which is even now advancing 
upon our peaceful state.

"The youth of the country are finding archi- 


tecture an attractive profession. 
The archi- 


tect has come to be quite as much a building 
expert and . contractor as he is an architect. 
He must possess an ability to serve industry 
that is quite well grounded as his knowledge of 
architecture. 


"The young man with a good architectural 


ground work, and that includes a good knowl- 
edge of classical architecture, will find today 
a wide range-for his individuality. The young 
architect must have not only a knowledge of 
mathematics, of stresses and strain, of design, 
but of history as well, for we can trace the emi- 
grations of different races and peoples by 'the 
architecture they have 'carried with them. 


"The young architect can use'"all his training 


in his profession. 
If he is commissioned to 


design- an industrial building, he must have a 
knowledge of the most effective manufacturing 
and shipping conditions, and the arrangement 
that will best contribute to efficient working" 
conditions and the handling and shipping of the 
output.
